Debasement of the Courts. 
LOOK WERE, UPON THIS PICTURE, AND ON THIS 


A nrw issue has been raised in San Francisco which transcends 


in importance and gravity even the graft prosecutions which have 
held public attention so long, and that is the debasement of the 
criminal courts. Recent revelations have sho\vn conclusively how 
Judges Di'nne and Lawlor both degraded their high positions by 
becoming parties to a discreditable intrigue 
whereby 
through 


irregular and deceptive processes predetermined results should be 
attained, all under the guise of so-called justice. The presumption 
of law is that one accused of crime, however base it may be, is inno- 
cent until proved by competent evidence to be guilty of the offense 
against society with which he is charged. 


But it has been publicly exposed that in the graft cases both 


of these judges have secretly connived with the prosecution at com- 
pounding a felony—Lawlor pledging himself, without the hearing of 
even ex-parte testimony, to carry out whatever program the pri- 
vately directed prosecution recommended in open court, and Dunne 
agreeing to go through a mock trial and consent to a system of' 
questionable expedients to reach the end sought with a full and 
complete knowledge of what was wanted beforehand. 


The exposure of a more shameful conspiracy has never been 


made. Both judges have in the graft cases tried before them on the 
assumption of the guilt of the 
accused and 
they have coun- 


tenanced expedients unknown to law and subversive of justice in 
order to "acilitate the conviction of those they prejudged to be 
criminal, whether really innocent.or guilty. 


The defilement of the fountain of justice through such a debase-' 


ment of the courts constitutes one of the most serious menaces to 
personal liberty and the gravest danger to the welfare of a com- 
munity. The administration of law becomes a farce; human liberty 
is absolutely insecure. It was the debasement of the courts and the 
resort to irregular and unlawful expedients in order to achieve their 
purposes ihat cost Charles I and James II 
their 
crowns, and 


brought a'lout the French Revoluiion with all of its horrifying ex- 
periences. 


The disgraceful deals to which both of these judges agreed 


were, moreover, entered into in the secrecy of their law chambers 
at the silent hour of midnight—the favorite time for the hatching 
of foul conspiracies against law, order and justice—the hour when 
most honest men are in peaceful repose in their homes. And in the 
carrying out of these compacts the 
judicial 
ermine has 
been 


dragged in the mire and the people generally have been basely 
deceived. 


The situation which lias thus been created in San Francisco 


through the debasement of its criminal courts calls loudly for the 
intervention of the Attorney-General in the interests of right and 
justice, and the purification of the channels through which justice 
is administered. So far he has not taken official cognizance of the 
judicial cc llusion to trifle with the law and with the regular pro- 
cesses of the courts over which they preside. The time has come 
evidently when he should act and do his utmost to put a stop to the 
chicanery which is being practiced in order to accomplish by irre- 
gular and discreditable means what may not be possible to accom- 
plish by regular and lawful processes. Human rights and liberties 
must be protected and law and justice must be upheld at all hazards 
and regardless of the cost. Further debasement of the courts can- 
not be tolerated. 


The most sinister phase of the San Francisco situation is the 


open control of the District Attorney's office by private parties 
having pe'sonal ends at variance with the principles of justice to 
serve. These parties apparently exercise a covert control over the 
judicial activities of Judges Dunne and Lawlor. At least, there has 
been manifest collusion between those judges and the private system 
of prosecrtion conducted nominally in the name of the people. In 
the matter of these prosecutions the District Attorney is a pliant 
instrument in the hands of others His work is cut out for him, 
and he simply does as he is told. A private individual, with special 
attorneys and a force of private detectives at his command, directs 
everything and is present at all court proceedings to see that his 
orders arc carried out. /This man, Rudolph Spreckels, has arro- 
gated to himself the power of pardoning criminals in advance of 
indictment. He has granted immunity to a band of self-confessed 
felons on condition that they give incriminating testimony against 
men he h.is selected for disgrace and conviction. 
By his direction 


written contracts of immunity have been given these scoundrels, 
all parties being sworn not to divulge the facts regarding the pur- 
chase of testimony with promises of immunity. 


It was the hired agent of Rudolph Spreckels who summoned 


Judges Lawlor and Dunne to the midnight conference at which the 
immunity bargain with Abraham Ruef was ratified. To this same 
age«t were given the blank orders signed by Judge Lawlor. It was 


* this man that made the immunity trade with "Big Jim" Gallagher 


and his fellow boodlers at the Presidio. In all the devious courses 
of the District Attorney and the two judges named Rudolph Spreck- 
els has been the guide and directing head. By his direction notor- 
ious criminals and official malefactors were not only granted im- 
munity from prosecution but insured in writing against indictment.' 
The grand jury as well as the District Attorney's office and the two 
criminal departments of the Superior Court 
were made 
inter- 


dependent co-efficients in the scheme to crush financial and personal 
enemies by compounding felony by wholesale and

ing out of their speculative schemes—Dalzell Brown, Bartnett and 
Treadwell, to finance industrials and land investments of doubtful 
value; and Heinze, to gamble in United Copper stocks in Wall 
Street. 


The marvel of it all is that these unscrupulous operators and 


rascally bank wreckers should have been able to carry on their 
dishonest operations so boldly and so extensively by such rotten 
processes and with such worthless agencies without detection until 
suddenly overtaken by an unexpected turn in the New York stock 
market.

Dr. Kelly startled his fal rhearers at 


the very outset of the lecture t>y de- 
claring "that there is no race problem 
Between the white man and the negro. 
While the women -\yere wondering what 
he -neant he said: "The negro is part 
of the white race. He has tne Ameri- 
can white man's blood in his veins, the 
white man's language In his tongue, 
his God in his heart, and he is going 
to the white man's heaven or hell 
when he dies." 
The speaker further elucidated his 
meaning In regard to the statement 
that there Is no race problem between 
the two races by propounding the fol- 
lowing riddle, which he asked the wo- 
men to solve: 
"My father's father was a Black 
Hawk Indian, seven feet tall. My fath- 
er's mother was an Irish woman. My 
mother's father was an American white 
man. 
Her mother was a full blood 


African woman. What a ml?" 
Allowed to Work. 


"If any people have a right to the 


advantages and resources of this coun- 
try the negro has. The tilling of Its 
fields, the raising of its crops and the 
building of its structures and its heavy 
work has been done by the negro for the 
least compensation; and he is entitled 
to a place as a citizen of labor. 
This 


country needs him. The very fact that 
7000 negro babies are born in the United 
States every twenty-four hours would 
make emigration Impossible.
